Now, and until the pipe line is built and ships 
are ready to move the oil, the market for the inde- 
producer is the Associated Oil Company; 


chooses or is forced to buy for its actual trade. 
Prospective business is a small factor that must 
be worked up, and when you rely on “the other fel- 
low” to do it you must wait on his pleasure and 
take what the is willing to give you. That is the 
position the Independents have been in. Now. they 
are going to be independent in fact as in name. 
True, competition may reduce prices. If it does, 
the consumers—that is, all of us—will profit, and 
that will be a benefit to the State. This does not 
mean that the consumer has any complaint at pres- 
ent or is making any; he is not, but no sane man 
will deny that the per fuel is the’ better for 
business. With the present middleman’s profit 
eliminated it should be easy to cut the price to con- 
sumers in some cases while increasing the producers’ 
returns. 

Then, too, if necessary, oil can be produced more 
cheaply with proper management. Codperation in 
the ng field as in the market should be easy 
by such moves as joint management of smaller
